ARCHDALES 73 FC, WINDERMERE DRIVE, WORCESTER: Ground is Located just off the 
Windermere Drive Roundabout - the entrance is Located on the first turning on the Left 
before Sainsbury's Supermarket. (Changing Rooms on Ground). 

BILFORD ROAD CORNER, WORCESTER: Ground is Located on the junction of BiLford 
Road and Droitwich Road, just prior to mini roundabout. Parking is on main BiLford Road 
(Changing Rooms on Ground). 

BOW WOOD LANE, UPTON SNODSBURY: From Worcester - take the Main Road into Upton 
Snodsbury (A422 Stratford Road). Go past The Oak PubLic House and take the first turning 
on the Left. The ground is Located at the bottom of this Laneway. (Changing Rooms on 
Ground). 

BROWN WESTHEAD PARK, WOLVERLEY: From Worcester, take A449 North through 
Kidderminster. FoLLow signs for WoLverLey, ground is Located just before entering the viLLage. 

CHAPTER MEADOWS, SLINGPOOL WALK, WORCESTER: Access to ground is via first Left 
hand turning from New Road Roundabout - signposted SLingpooL WaLk. Ground is Located at 
bottom of SLingpooL WaLk at back of AthLetics Track. Car Parking avaiLabLe next to AthLetics 
Track. (No Changing Rooms on Ground). 

CHRISTOPHER WHITEHEAD PLAYING FIELDS, WORCESTER: The ground can be found just 
after Chapter Meadows on the Left as you Leave Worcester. It is Located behind aLLotments 
on the Left hand side of Bromwich Road just after you pass Christopher Whitehead High 
SchooL on your right. (No Changing Rooms on Ground). 

COLWALL GREEN, WALWYN ROAD, COLWALL: From Worcester - pass through CoLwaLL 
Stone and The ELms SchooL untiL raiLway bridge - pitch is on the right immediateLy after 
bridge. (No Changing Rooms on Ground). 

CORNMEADOW LANE, WORCESTER: Ground is Located between RoyaL British Legion CLub 
and Scout Headquarters haLfway aLong Cornmeadow Lane. (Changing Rooms on Ground). 

COUNTY SPORTS FC, CLAINES LANE, WORCESTER: Ground is Located on corner of CLaines 
Lane and Droitwich Road. Car Parking is avaiLabLe at bottom of ground next to Tennis 
Courts, Limited Parking is avaiLabLe at top of Access Road on Ground. (Changing Rooms on 
Ground). 

DIGLIS RECREATION GROUND, WORCESTER: From Worcester City Centre/City WaLLs Road, 
turn Left onto London Road and then right onto the A38 Commandery Road. Turn first right 
before The ALbion PubLic House into DigLis Road. FoLLow the road around to the right, past 
the Anchor Pub, and the DigLis Recreation FieLds wiLL be found a short distance aLong on 
your right. (No Changing Rooms on Ground). 

DUKES MEADOW, GREAT MALVERN: Ground is Located on Access Road at back of Sherrards 
Green Road or via Lydes Road, behind Great MaLvern Primary SchooL. (Changing Rooms on 
Ground). 
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DYSON PERRINS HIGH SCHOOL, MALVERN: The Pitch is situated to the rear of Dyson 
Perrins CE High School, in Yates Hay Road, Malvern Link, across the road from the Ministry 
of Defence's former 'North Site'. Limited parking is available. (Changing Rooms on Ground). 

HALLOW PLAYING FIELDS, HALLOW: From Worcester, Ground is located down left-hand 
turning immediately before The Crown Inn. Ground is located next to Hallow Village Hall. 
(Changing Rooms on Ground). 

HINDLIP HALL, WORCESTER: Ground is located at rear of West Mercia Police Headquarters. 
N.B.: Access is only via new entrance marked "Hindlip Park" located on Pershore Lane 
(A4538). (Changing Rooms on Ground). 

HOSPITAL LANE, POWICK: From Worcester, at the Powick traffic lights junction (just before 
the Crown Pub) turn left into Hospital Lane, taking the first left to the Playing Fields. Please 
note, limited parking is available. (Changing Rooms on Ground). 

HOWARD ROAD, WORCESTER: From Worcester City Centre - take A44 New Road towards 
St. Johns. Cross roundabout just after County Cricket Ground, taking 2nd exit, into 
St Johns. Turn right onto Henwick Road (at junction with Bush Inn and Co-Operative 
Supermarket), then half a mile later turn left onto Oldbury Road. Ground is located a mile 
on this road on the left just after junction with Howard Road. (No Changing Rooms on 
Ground). 

JURY FIELD, MARTLEY: From Worcester, travel via Lower Broadheath - enter Ma rtley Village, 
past Sport Martley and Chantry High School. AtT-Junction with Central Stores in front of 
you, turn left, follow this road for 0.2 miles and ground is located on your left.

KGV BRICKFIELDS, WORCESTER: Ground is located in Ash Avenue, off Brickfields Road 
(Changing Rooms on site).

LITTLE PERDISWELL, WORCESTER: Heading out of Worcester - the ground is located 
halfway along Droitwich Road, opposite Park 8c Ride Station - Car Parking is Available here. 
(Changing Rooms on Ground). 

LOWER FERRY LANE, CALLOW END: From Worcester, take A449 Bromwich Road towards 
Malvern. After taking 2nd exit across large roundabout and just before entering Powick take 
left turning next to Red Lion Pub on staggered roundabout signposted B4424 (Upton Road). 
On entering Callow End turn left onto Lower Ferry Lane - ground is located half a mile 
along this road on your left. (Changing Rooms on Ground). 

LOWER HOWSELL ROAD, MALVERN LINK: From Worcester on A449, go straight over 
roundabout and continue over pelican crossing, until you reach 2nd set of lights, with 
Texaco Garage on your left. Take the next right into Lower Howsell Road. Continue past 5 
left hand turns, and the ground will then be on your left. (Changing Rooms on Ground). 
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NEEL PARK, WORCESTER: From Worcester City Centre take the Droitwich Road heading 
north. Turn right at set of Lights just before the Perdiswell House Public House - and go 
between the stone pillars. Go past Nuffield Health Club (on left) and where road bends 
left, go straight ahead. Neel Park is on left with it's own car park. (Changing Rooms on 
Ground). 

NORTHWICK LODGE, WORCESTER: From Worcester City Centre take A449 Ombersley 
Road (signposted Kidderminster). Take left turn at Texaco garage opposite Co-Operative 
Supermarket into Northwick Road. Ground is located half a mile along this road on the left. 
(No Changing Rooms on Ground). 

NORTON PARISH HALL, LITTLEWORTH: Ground is located at southern end of Littleworth 
Village on Wadborough Road. (Changing Rooms on Ground). 

NUNNERY WOOD SPORTS CENTRE, WORCESTER: From City Centre follow signs for M5 
South and this will take you out of the City along the A44 London Road. At the top of 
London Road Hill turn left into Spetchley Road (at the odd shaped roundabout). Take the 
second turning on the left and follow this driveway around to the right with Nunnery 
Wood School on your left to arrive at Nunnery Wood Sport Centre car park. (Changing 
Rooms on Ground). 

OLD PORCELAIN SPORTS GROUND, WORCESTER: Heading out of Worcester - the ground is 
located halfway along Droitwich Road on right, past the Park & Ride Station and just before 
Ravenmeadow Golf Club - opposite The Raven Public House - Car Parking is Available here. 
(Changing Rooms on Ground). 

OMBERSLEY MEMORIAL HALL, OMBERSLEY: From Worcester (A449), enter Ombersley 
Village. Travel through village until you reach the main roundabout near the church in 
Ombersley, take second exit towards the Kidderminster (A449). Then turn second left 
into Sandys Road after some tall trees and opposite the Bakery. The Ground is on the left. 
(Changing Rooms on Ground). 

PERDISWELL SPORTS CENTRE, WORCESTER: Complex located on Bilford Road - turning 
opposite that of Worcester Recycling Centre. (Changing Rooms on site - Referees need to 
leave £10 deposit with Reception for key card to changing rooms). 

PERSHORETOWN FC, PERSHORE: From Worcester take B4080 (formerly A44) to Pershore. 
On entering the town turn left at 2nd set of traffic lights (signposted Leisure Centre). The 
ground is 300 yards on the left hand side. 

PITCHCROFT RACECOURSE, WORCESTER: Pitches located at northern end of Racecourse - 
accessible via Pitchcroft Lane off Somers Road. (Changing Rooms on site). 

SCHOOL LANE, CUTNALL GREEN: From Worcester, take A38 through Droitwich. At large 
roundabout at Berry Hill Industrial Estate, take the A442 towards Kidderminster. Pass 
through Hampton Lovett. You will then come to Cutnall Green. About halfway through the 
village, turn left opposite The Chequers Public House into School Road. Ground is located 
down this road on the left opposite the Cutnall Green First School. (Changing Rooms on 
Ground). 

SHAP DRIVE, WORCESTER: Pitch is next to Warndon Community Centre, located on 
turning off Shap Drive, just off Windemere Drive. (Changing Rooms on Ground). 
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SLING LANE, MALVERN: Pitches are Located underneath Railway Arch at end of Sling Lane. 
(No Changing Rooms on Ground). 

SUCKLEY PLAYING FIELDS, SUCKLEY: Ground is located next to Suckley School. (Changing 
Rooms on Ground). 

THE PAVILION, CLIFTON-ON-TEME: From Worcester follow B4204 through Martley. 
Ground is located in centre of Clifton-on-Teme village. (Changing Rooms on Ground) 

THE SPORTS FIELD, KEMPSEY: From Worcester - follow the road through Kempsey, go past 
The Crown on the left, The Talbot on the right, Walter de Cantalupe on the left and the 
Anchor Inn on the right. On the large grassed area for the Lawns Rest Home on your right 
you will see a sign pointing left saying 'Playing Fields'. Turn left into Plovers Rise, follow the 
road up the hill past the houses. The Playing Fields are directly ahead between the houses. 
(Changing Rooms on Ground). 

TOP BARN FARM, HOLT HEATH: The Farm entrance is off the A443 Worcester to Tenbury 
Road, just after Hallow if travelling from Worcester. It is clearly sign posted. Once you go 
through the Farm entrance keep to the left and head towards the Activity Centre and Cafe. 
You will see a lake on your left. The football pitch is nearby. (Changing Rooms on Ground). 

UNIVERSITY OF WORCESTER, ST JOHNS (3G PITCH): From Worcester City Centre - take 
A44 New Road towards St. Johns. Cross roundabout just after County Cricket Ground, 
taking 2nd exit, into St Johns. Turn right onto Henwick Road (at junction with Bush Inn 
and Co-Operative Supermarket). The Entrance to the University is 0.7 miles on the left of 
Henwick Road at junction with Hylton Road. University Pitch is located just inside Main 
Gates just off Henwick Road. Changing Rooms are located in the University Sports Centre 
next to the pitch. Please note that this is a 3G Pitch - appropriate footwear is needed. 

VICTORIA PARK, MALVERN LINK: From Worcester on A449, go straight over roundabout 
and continue over pelican crossing, until you reach 2nd set of lights, with Texaco Garage 
on your left - continue straight on. At next set of lights at crossroads, turn left into 
Pickersleigh Avenue. Turn next left into Victoria Park Road where car park for ground is 
located. (Changing Rooms on Ground). 

WILDEN VILLAGE CRICKET CLUB: From Worcester, take A449 North towards Stourport on 
Severn. At the Mitre Oak Roundabout, take the 1st exit onto Stourport Rd (A4025).At the 
next roundabout, take the 2nd exit onto Hartlebury Rd (B4I93). Take third left onto Wilden 
Top Road, and then 3rd left into Wilden Cricket Club. (Changing Rooms on Ground) 

WYCHBOLD PLAYING FIELDS, WYCHBOLD: From Worcester & Droitwich head towards 
Bromsgrove on A38. Enter Wychbold (just after M5 Junction 5) and halfway through the 
village turn right at The Crown Public House into Chequers Lane, then a right into De 
Wyche Road. Follow the road round, onto School Road, go past theWychbold Royal British 
Legion to the end of the road where you will come to a dead end. Wychbold Village Hall 
and Playing Fields are situated there. (Changing Rooms on Ground). 

YMCA, WORCESTER: From Worcester City Centre - take A44 New Road towards St. Johns. 
Cross roundabout just after County Cricket Ground, taking 2nd exit, into St Johns. Turn 
right onto Henwick Road (at junction with Bush Inn and Co-Operative Supermarket). 
Ground is located a third of a mile on the left of this road at rear of YMCA - just after 
Railway Level Crossing. (Changing Rooms on Ground).

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ADVICE TO REFEREES 



1. Always be present at the ground early to give yourself time to inspect the pitch 
properly and to prepare for the game. It is suggested that you attend the ground 
at least 30-45 minutes prior to the relevant kick-off time. Remember to make 
allowances for adverse weather conditions. 

2. You should ensure that if any Club does not provide a Club Assistant Referee 
for a game as required by the Rules of the League - or if any other breach of the 
Rules of the League occurs that you inform to League Secretary as soon as is 
possible. 

3. You must ensure that the match report form indicates only those Substitutes 
who have actually taken part in the match. 

4. Remember to answer all Correspondence promptly. 

5. Remember to notify the Referees Appointments Secretary of those dates when 
you are not available for Match Appointments as early as possible. If you have 
not closed any dates it will be assumed that you are available. 

6. You must notify the Referees Assistant Secretary if you become unavailable for 
a match at short notice. 

Please notify any changes to Handbook Details to both the Referees 
Appointments Secretary and League Secretary

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GUIDE TO CLUBS WHEN ASSESSING A REFEREE'S PERFORMANCE 



The mark awarded by a CLub must be based on the Referee's overall performance. It is 
most important that the mark is awarded fairly and not based upon isolated incidents or 
previous games. The Referee's performance should be determined by the table below 
which should act as a guide for the overall mark which should fall within the mark range 
for each standard of performance. 



Mark

86-100: 



The Referee demonstrated very accurate decision-making and controlled the game 
very well using management and communication skills effectively to add value to the 
game. 



76-85: 



The Referee demonstrated accurate decision-making and controlled the game well 
using management and communication skills to contribute positively to the game. 



61-75: 



The Referee demonstrated reasonably accurate decision-making and despite some 
shortcomings generally controlled the game well. 



60 8c 
below: 



The Referee demonstrated shortcomings in the accuracy of decision- making and 
control which affected the game. 



Using a scale of up to 100 allows greater flexibility for Clubs to distinguish between 

different refereeing performances more accurately. A mark within each mark range can 

be given to reflect the referee's performance e.g. a mark of 79 indicates a somewhat 

better performance than a mark of 71. 

A mark between 71 and 80 represents the standard of refereeing expected. 

While some Referees may have below average performances, there will usually have 

been some positive aspects of their performance, so extremely low marks should be 

very rare. 

When Club officials are marking a Referee, they should always look at the game as a 

whole and not isolated decisions. The result of the match should not influence the 

mark and disciplinary action should be judged objectively. 

When a mark of 60 or lower is awarded, an explanation must be provided to the 

Competition. The purpose of this is to assist Referees to improve their performance 

levels, so the comments should be as helpful as possible. 

Even where a referee has significant shortcomings there will have been some positive 

aspects which should be given credit; extremely low marks (below 20) should be very 

rare. 



Final Thoughts: 

♦ Always try to be objective when marking. You may not obtain the most objective view 
by marking immediately after the game. 

♦ Judge the performance over the whole game. Don't be too influenced by one 
particular incident.

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NOTICES TO CLUB SECRETARIES 

1. CORRESPONDENCE 

ALL correspondence wiLL be sent by e-maiL to the CLub Secretary. However, we wouLd appreciate your heLp and 

assistance by ensuring you forward any reLevant correspondence onto your team managers/coaches, 

CLub officials and players during the season as quickly as possible. If the Club Secretary changes or moves address 

it is essential that you notify us in writing immediately. 

If the Club Secretary is going away on holiday/business etc. we can temporarily arrange to forward correspondence 

to the listed alternative contact within your Club. Please let the Secretary have your holiday dates if so. 

It is important to keep us up to date with any changes as correspondence is sent throughout the season, and often 

requires urgent attention, particularly discipline and fixtures. 

Failure to answer correspondence or pay outstanding fines, whether from the Worcestershire FA or the League can 

prove costly to your particular Club. 

2. PROTESTS AND COMPLAINTS 

All Protests/Complaints must be accompanied by a £25.00 Administration Charge. 

3. DISCIPLINE 

Administration Charges are imposed by County Football Associations when players are Cautioned. This charge shall 
be paid by the player's Club within the timeframe specified, and the Club shall be responsible for recovering the 
same from the player concerned. Should the player refuse to repay the Club the amount due - then the Club shall 
inform the County Football Association concerned. 

A CLUB'S FAILURE TO PAY SUCH CHARGES WILL RESULT IN THE SUSPENSION OF THAT CLUB BY THE COUNTY 
FOOTBALL ASSOCIATION. 

4. REFEREE/ASSISTANT REFEREES 

Suitable Changing Accommodation shall be provided for the match officials where applicable, and their fees and 
expenses shall be distributed to them either before or as soon as is possible after the match. Unnecessary delays 
shall be avoided. If the appointed Referee fails to appear where appointed - the teams should mutually agree to 
some other person taking charge of the fixture. See Rule 13(b). 

5. UNFITGROUND 

Where there is any doubt as to whether your pitch is fit for play, the advice of a local affiliated Referee should 

be sought. If, after inspecting the pitch, the Referee is of the opinion that a ground is unfit, remember that it is 

your duty to notify the match officials, the League Fixture Secretary, the League Referees' Assistant Secretary, 

the Referee's Officer and the Secretary of the opposing Club that the game has been postponed due to ground 

conditions. 

THE REFEREE DECLARING THE PITCH UNFIT SHALL SIGN A DULY COMPLETED MATCH REPORT FORM, STATING 

THE REASON(S) FOR POSTPONEMENT. 

6. MATCH REPORT FORMS 

Match Report Forms must be completed in full. Secretaries of the home Club are responsible for ensuring that the 
Match Report Form is received by the League Registration Secretary in accordance with League Rule II. For record 
purposes, goal scorers shall be indicated on the Match Report Form. 
MATCH RESULTS MUST BE TELEPHONED IN AS REQUIRED BY LEAGUE RULE 11(b). 

7. REFEREE MARKS 

The marks awarded to the referee as required by Rule 13(h) must be received by the League Officer appointed from 
each team no later than 5pm on the third day following each match. 

8. CHANGES 

Club Secretaries shall notify the League Secretary of any changes of Club details, or any change of Club Secretary, 
in writing, without delay. 

9. TELEPHONE CALLS 

Telephone calls to members of the League Management Committee should only be made between the hours of 
7.00pm and 9.00pm 

10. SUSPENSIONS 

Any CLub finding themselves under Football Association or League suspension on the Monday prior to the 
scheduled weekend fixtures, will have their match(es) cancelled by the League Fixtures Secretary, and dealt with in 
accordance with Rule 10(f). 

Members of the League Management Committee are only too willing to help or advise Club Secretaries if 
you are in doubt. or if you have any problems concerning the league rules. they would prefer to help 
Clubs avoid contravention of League Rules, rather than fine them after they have done so. 
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THE ROLE OF THE SECRETARY 

The CLub Secretary is Responsible for: 

1. Completion of County Football Association Forms. League Forms and Correspondence. 

Start of Season: Worcestershire Football Association (WFA) Affiliation Form to be received by the WFA 
Treasurer by 1st of July and Affiliation Number given to League Secretary by 1st August. 
Registration of Teams for all Cup Competitions giving due regard to the Closing Date of Entry. 
Completion of Club Details to the League Secretary; and 
Sending players' Registration Forms to the League Registration Secretary as early as possible. 

During The Season: Receiving, taking action on, and timely return of all correspondence; 
Ensuring timely submission of players' Registration Forms to League Registration Secretary; 
Ensuring timely submission of Match Report Forms to League Registration Secretary; 
Receiving Caution/Misconduct Forms from, and ensuring the timely return of fully and correctly 
completed forms to, WFA Disciplinary Secretary in line with new Match Based Disciplinary System; 
and Circulate Team Managers with all updates to County FA and League Handbooks. 

End of Season: Issue, Collect and Obtain Results from voting forms for Player of the Year; and 
Complete the Notification of Intention to Continue in the League, and return the form to the League 
Secretary by the 30th of April. If you intend to withdraw your team, notification must be given to the 
League Secretary by 31st March. 

2. Booking of Football Pitches 

When details of fixtures and Cup Ties are received from the League, County FA or other Cup 
Competitions, book pitches for Home Fixtures by telephone at the earliest instance and confirm in 
writing. When details of cancellation / re-arrangement of fixtures / cup-ties are received, cancel the 
booking at the earliest instance by telephone and confirm in writing. 

3. Club File / Managers Team Files 

Update records with correspondence, changes etc. on a weekly basis. Maintain stocks of following 
stationery: Match Report Forms, League Registration Forms and League Transfer Forms. 

4. Attendance at Meeting s 

To attend all League Meetings (dates as shown inside front cover of Handbook) or where it is not 
possible for the Secretary to attend - ensure that at least one Club Member is in attendance. 

5. Social Networking /Websites 

The FA has issued clarification to participants relating to the use of social networking sites, including, 
but not limited to Twitter, Facebook and internet blogs. 

Participants should be aware that comments made on such sites may be considered public comment, 
and that further to FA Rule E3, any comments which are deemed improper, bring the game into 
disrepute, or are threatening, abusive, indecent or insulting may lead to disciplinary action. 
Comments which are personal in nature or could be construed as offensive, use foul language or 
contain direct or indirect threats aimed at other participants are likely to be considered improper. 
Participants are required to act in the best interests of the game at all times and should be aware of 
this when using social networking websites. Furthermore, participants are reminded that postings 
on social networking sites which they believe to be visible to a limited number of selected people 
may still end up in the public domain and consequently, care should be exercised with regards to the 
contents of such postings. 

In addition, we would remind participants that social networking postings could also lead to civil 
proceedings being brought by affected parties. 

All Clubs will also be responsible for their website(s) or similar computer related information system, 
which is in the public domain. Nothing shall be included on the website which in the opinion of the 
League brings the Competition into disrepute.

L Nomenclature and Constitution 

♦ This Competition shall be designated the Worcester and District Football League and 
shall consist of not more than 150 Clubs who shall be Full Member Clubs approved by the 
sanctioning authority. 

♦ All such Member Clubs must be affiliated to an affiliated County Football Association 
and their names and particulars shall be returned annually by the appointed date on the 
Form "D" to the Worcestershire Football Association. The area covered by the Competition 
Membership shall be Worcester and District. 

♦ This Competition shall apply annually for sanction to the Worcestershire Football 
Association and the constituent teams of Member Clubs may be grouped in divisions, each 
not exceeding 16 in number. No more than one team from a Club can participate in the same 
division. 

♦ Member Clubs shall not enter any of their teams playing in the Competition in more 
than THREE CUP Competitions (which shall include the F.A. and County F.A. Competitions 
and internal cup competition) except with the written consent of the Management 
Committee of the Competition. 

2. Entry Fee, Subscription, Deposit 

a) Applications by Clubs for admission to this Competition or the entry of an 
additional team(s) must be made in writing to the Secretary on or before the 30th 
April in each year and must be accompanied by an Entry Fee per team which shall 
be returned in the event of non-election. 

♦ At the discretion of a majority of the accredited voting members present applications, 
of which due notice has been given, may be received at the Annual General Meeting or 

a Special General Meeting. The Entry Fee shall apply. 

♦ When Rule 12(b) is applied and a team seeks a transfer or is compulsorily transferred 
to another division no Entry Fee shall be payable. 

b) The Annual Subscription and Internal Cup Fees per Team are payable on or before 
the 31st July in each year. 

c) Each Club shall within 14 days of election pay a Deposit of £100 which shall be 
returnable to Clubs on leaving the Competition provided they have fulfilled their 
fixtures and complied with all orders of the Management Committee. 

d) A Club shall not participate in this Competition until the Entry Fee, Annual 
Subscription and Deposit have been paid. 

e) Clubs must advise annually to the Secretary in writing by the 31st July of its County 
Football Association affiliation number for the forthcoming Season, failing which 

they shall be fined. 

♦ Clubs must advise the Secretary in writing, or on the prescribed form, of details of 
its Headquarters, Officers and any other information required by the Competition. 

f) Each Club must pay its Annual Club Account as required by the Treasurer by the 30th 
April failing which they shall be fined. 

3. Officers 



a) The Officers of the Competition shall be determined by the Annual General Meeting 
and elected thereat. (NB Auditors are not Officers). 

b) The Secretary shall be the representative of the Competition at the Worcestershire 
Football Association. 

♦ In the event of the Secretary not being eligible the Management Committee shall 

nominate another person as their representative. 
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4. Management. Nomination. Election 

a) The Competition shall be governed in accordance with the Rules and Regulations of 
The Football Association by a Management Committee comprised of the Officers and 

up to 9 members (four of whom shall be elected representatives of clubs) who shall 
be elected at the Annual General Meeting. 

♦ The elected representatives of the clubs shall not vote on any disciplinary matter 
concerning any club or player in the Competition. 

♦ All participants shall abide by The Football Association Regulations for Safeguarding 
Children as determined by The Association from time to time. 

b) Retiring Officers shall be eligible to become candidates for re-election without 
nomination. 

♦ All other candidates for election as Officers or Members of the Management 
Committee shall be nominated to the Secretary in writing, signed by the Secretaries of 
two Member Clubs, not later than 30th April in each year. 

♦ Names of the candidates for election shall be circulated with the notice of the Annual 
General Meeting. 

♦ In the event of there being no nomination in accordance with the foregoing for any 
office, nominations may be received at the Annual General Meeting. 

c) The Management Committee shall meet at least quarterly. On receiving a requisition 
signed by two thirds of the members of the Management Committee the secretary 

shall convene a meeting of the Committee. 

d) Except where otherwise mentioned all communications shall be addressed to the 
Secretary who shall conduct the correspondence of the Competition and keep a 
record of its proceedings. 

e) All communications received from Clubs must be conducted through their nominated 
Officers. 

5. Powers of Management 



a) The Management Committee may appoint sub-committees as they consider necessary 
and may delegate such of their powers as they deem necessary to such committees. 

♦ The decisions of all such committees shall be reported to the Management Committee 
for ratification. 

♦ The Management Committee shall have power to deal only with matters within the 
Competition and not for any matters of misconduct that are under the jurisdiction of 
the Football Association or affiliated Association. 

b) Subject to the permission of the Worcestershire Football Association having been 
obtained the Management Committee may order a match or matches to be played 
each season, the proceeds to be devoted to the funds of the Competition and, 

if necessary, may call upon each Club (including any Club which may have withdrawn 
during the season) to contribute equally such sums as may be necessary to meet any 
deficiency at the end of the season. 

c) Each Member of the Management Committee shall have the right to attend and vote 
at all Management Committee Meetings and have one vote thereat, but no Member 

shall be allowed to vote on any matters directly appertaining to such Member or to 
the Club he represents. (This shall apply to the procedure of any sub-committee.) 

♦ In the event of the voting being equal on any matter, the Chairman shall have a second 
and casting vote. 

d) The Management Committee shall have powers to apply, act upon and enforce the 
Rules of the Competition and shall also have jurisdiction over all matters affecting the 
Competition, including any not provided for in the Rules. 

♦ With the exception of Rules 5(i), 6(h), 10(a), II and 19, for all breaches of Rule a formal 
written charge must be issued. The respondent shall be given seven days from the date of 
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notice to reply to the charge and given the opportunity to:- 
(i) Accept or deny the charge 
(ii) Submit in writing a case of mitigation, or 
(iii) Put their case before the Management Committee. 

ALL breaches of the Laws of the Game, RuLes and ReguLations of The FootbaLL 

Association shaLL be deaLt with in accordance with F.A. RuLes by the appropriate Association. 

With the exception of CLubs pLaying at Step 7 of the FootbaLL Pyramid and the FA Women's 
Premier League, the maximum fine permitted for any breach of a Competition ruLe is £250 
and, when setting any fine, the Competition must ensure that the penaLty is proportionaL to 
the offence, taking into account any mitigating circumstances. 

e) ALL decisions of the Management Committee shaLL be binding subject to the right of 
appeaL in accordance with RuLe 16. Decisions of the Management Committee must be 
notified in writing to those concerned within 7 days. 

f) Six Members of the Management Committee shaLL constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business of the Management Committee and 3 Members shaLL constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of business by any sub-committee of the Competition. 

g) The Management Committee, as it may deem necessary, shaLL have power to fiLL 
in an acting capacity, any vacancies that may occur amongst their number. 

h) A CLub having faiLed to compLy with an order or instruction of the Management 

Committee, or failing to satisfactorily attend to the business and/or the correspondence 

of the Competition, shaLL be Liable to be fined or otherwise penalised at the discretion 

of the Management Committee. 

i) ALL fines and charges shall be paid within 14 days of the date of posting of the written 

notification. 

♦ Any Club failing to do so will be fined a maximum of £50. Further failure to pay the 
fine including the additional sum within 14 days will result in fixtures being withdrawn 
until such time as the outstanding payments are settled. 

j) A member of the Management Committee appointed by the Competition to attend a 

meeting or match may have any expenses incurred refunded by the Competition. 

k) The Management Committee shall have the power to fill any vacancy that may occur 

in the membership of the Competition between the Annual General or Special General 

Meeting called to decide the constitution and the commencement of the Competition 

season. 

I) The business of the Competition as determined by the Management Committee may 

be transacted by electronic mail or facsimile. 

m) Any Member Club failing to be represented at a General Meeting of the Competition 

shall be fined. 

6. Annual General Meeting 

a) The Annual General Meeting shall be held not later than 30th June in each year. 

♦ At this meeting the following business shall be transacted provided that at least 75% 
of the Members are present and entitled to vote: 

To receive and confirm the Minutes of the preceding Annual General Meeting. 

i. To consider any business arising therefrom. 

ii. To receive and adopt the Annual Report, Balance Sheet and Statement of Accounts. 

v. Election of Clubs to fill vacancies (as recommended by the Management Committee), 
v. Constitution of the Competition for ensuing season, 

vi. Election of Officers and Management Committee, 
vii. Appointment of Auditors. 
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viii. Alteration of Rules, if any (of which notice has been given). 

ix. Fix the date for the commencement of the season and kick-off times applicable to the 

Competition. 

x. Other business of which due notice shall have been given and accepted as being 

relevant to an Annual General Meeting. 

b) A copy of the duly audited Balance Sheet, Statement of Accounts and Agenda shall 
be forwarded to each Club at least 14 days prior to the meeting, and to the Worcestershire 
Football Association. 

c) A signed copy of the duly audited Balance Sheet and Statement of Accounts shall be 
sent to the Worcestershire Football Association within 14 days of its adoption by the Annual 
General Meeting. 

d) Each Full Member Club shall be empowered to send two delegates to an Annual 
General Meeting. Each Club shall be entitled to one vote only. 14 days notice shall be given of 
any Meeting. 

e) Clubs who have withdrawn their Membership of the Competition during the season 
being concluded or who are not continuing Membership shall be entitled to attend but shall 
vote only on matters relating to the season being concluded. 

f) All voting shall be conducted by a show of voting cards unless a ballot be demanded 
by at least 20 of the delegates qualified to vote or the Chairman so decides. 

g) No individual shall be entitled to vote on behalf of more than one Full Member Club, 
h) Any continuing Member Club failing to be represented at the Annual General Meeting 
without satisfactory reason being given shall be fined. 

i) Officers and Management Committee members shall be entitled to attend and vote at 

an Annual General Meeting. 

7. Agreement to be Signed 

♦ The Chairman and the Secretary of each Club shall complete and sign the following 
agreement which shall be deposited with the Competition together with the Application for 
Membership for the coming season, or upon indicating that the Club intends to compete. 

♦ "We, A, of (Chairman) and B of (Secretary) of the 
Football Club have been provided with a copy of the Rules and Regulations of the Worcester 
and District Football League and do hereby agree for and on behalf of the said Club, if 
elected or accepted into Membership, to conform to those Rules and Regulations and 

to accept, abide by and implement the decisions of the Management Committee of the 
Competition, subject to the right of appeal in accordance with Rule 16. 

♦ Any alteration of the Chairman and /or Secretary on the above Agreement must 
be notified to the County Football Association to which the Club is affiliated and to the 
Secretary of the Competition. 

♦ (Note: The spaces above are intended for the inclusion of the signatures and addresses 
of officers). 

8. Qualification of Players 

♦ Players shall be registered separately to play in either the Saturday Competition or 
the Sunday Competition or both and shall be permitted to be registered for the same club in 
both Competitions or with one club in the Saturday Competition and a different club in the 
Sunday Competition if so desired. 

♦ The following registration rules are applicable and any references to the Competition 
shall be a reference to the Saturday Competition or Sunday Competition as appropriate. 

a) i) Contract players, as defined in Football Association Rules, are not permitted in 
this Competition. It is the responsibility of each Club to ensure that any player signing a

registration form for that Club has, where necessary, the required International Transfer 
Certificate. Clearance is required for any player aged 12 and over crossing borders including 
Wales, Scotland and Ireland. 

ii) Whilst serving in any branch of Her Majesty's Regular Forces, a player must first obtain the 
consent of his Association Secretary before signing a registration form to play for a Club. 

b) A registered playing member of a Club is one who, being in all other respects eligible, 
has: 

1) Signed a fully and correctly completed Competition registration form in ink, 
countersigned by an Officer of the Club, and who has been registered with the Registration 
Secretary 2 days prior to playing and whose completed registration counterfoil has been 
received by the Club prior to playing or 

2) Signed a fully and correctly completed Competition registration form in ink on a 
match day prior to playing, countersigned by an Officer of the Club and witnessed by an 
Officer of the opposing Club, and submitted to the Registration Secretary no later than 5.00 
p.m. on the third day subsequent to the match. Failure to comply with this requirement 
shall render the Club liable to a fine. Should the registration form not be received before 
5.00 p.m. on the fifth day subsequent to the match the player shall be deemed to have 
been ineligible to have played in that match. The player shall not play again until the Club 

is in possession of the completed registration counterfoil. A maximum of 2 players may be 
registered in this way. 

c) A player must have achieved the age of 16 before he is eligible to play in any game in 
the Competition. 

d) A player having taken part in matches for any Club affiliated to any County Football 
Association shall not be allowed to join, be transferred to, or sign for a Club in the 
Competition without first proving to the officials of the intended Club that the player has 
discharged all reasonable financial liabilities to the previous Club or Clubs, and a Club 
official may not accept such player's signature without first ascertaining whether such 
claims have been discharged to the satisfaction of the Club, or Clubs, for which the player 
last played. 

e) Registration and Transfer forms shall be obtained from the Registration Secretary. 

f) The Management Committee shall decide all registration disputes. 

In the event of a player signing a registration form or having a registration submitted for 
more than one Club priority of registration shall decide for which Club the player shall 
be registered. The Registration Secretary shall notify the Club last applying to register the 
player of the fact of the previous registration. 

g) It shall be a breach of rule for a player to: 

(i)for more than one Club in the Competition in the same season without first being 

transferred. 

(ii)signed for one Club in the Competition, sign for another Club in the Competition in that 

season except for the purpose of a transfer. 

(iii)a signed registration form for registration that the player has wilfully neglected to 

accurately or fully complete. 

h) 

i) The Management Committee shall have the power to accept the registration of 

any player subject to the provisions of clauses (ii) and (iii) below, 
ii) The Management Committee shall have power to refuse, cancel or suspend the 

registration of any player or may fine any player at their discretion who has 
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been charged and found guilty of registration irregularities. (Subject to Rule 16). 

iii) The Management Committee shall have power to make application to refuse 

or cancel the registration of any player charged and found guilty of undesirable 
conduct (subject to Rule 16) subject to the right of appeal to the FA or the 
relevant County Football Association. Undesirable conduct shall mean an 
incident of repeated proven misconduct, which may deter a participant from 
being involved in this Competition. Application should be made to the parent 

County of the Club the player is registered or intending to be registered with. 

iv) A player who has previously had a registration removed in accordance with 
Clause (iii) but has a registration accepted at the expiry of exclusion will 
be considered to be under a probationary period of 12 months. Whilst under 
a probationary period, should the player commit a further act of proven 
misconduct under the jurisdiction of the Competition, (excluding standard 
dismissals), the Competition would be empowered to consider a further charge 
of bringing the Competition into disrepute. 

Note: Action under Clause (iii) shall not be taken against a player for misconduct until the 
matter has been dealt with by the appropriate Association, and then only in cases of the 
player bringing the Competition into disrepute and will in any case be subject to an Appeal 
to the Football Association . All decisions must include the period of restriction. For the 
purpose of this Rule, bringing the competition into disrepute can only be considered where 
the player has received in excess of 112 days' suspension, or 10 matches in match based 
discipline, in a period of two years or less from the date of the first offence for any team 
playing in the Competition. 

i) Subject to F.A. Rule C 2(a) dealing with players without a written contract when a 

player desires a transfer, the Club the player wishes to transfer to shall submit a transfer 
form to the Registration Secretary accompanied by a fee of £15.00. Such transfer shall be 
referred by the Registration Secretary to the Club for which the player is registered. Should 
this Club object to the transfer it should state its objections in writing to the Registration 
Secretary and to the player concerned within seven days of receipt of the transfer form, 
receipt of the Club's consent, or upon its failure to give written objection within seven days, 
the Registration Secretary may, on behalf of the Management Committee, transfer the player 
who shall be deemed eligible to play for the new Club from such date. 

♦ In the event of an objection to a transfer the matter shall be referred to the 

Management Committee for a decision. 

j) A player may not be registered for a Club nor transferred to another Club in 

the Competition after the 31st March in each year except by special permission of the 

Management Committee. 

k) A Club shall keep a list of the players it registers and a record of the games in which 

they have played, and shall produce such records upon demand by the Management 

Committee. 

1) A register containing the names of all players registered for each Club, with the 

date of registration, shall be kept by the Registration Secretary and shall be open to the 

inspection of any duly appointed Member Club representative at all Management Committee 

meetings or at other times mutually arranged. 

Registrations are valid for one Season only. 
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♦ In the event of a player without a written contract changing his status to that of a 
contract player with the same Club, another Club in the Competition or with a Club in 
another Competition his registration as a player without a written contract will automatically 
be cancelled and declared void. 

♦ In order to play in the Competition again either for his original Club or for another 
Club it will be necessary for him to be re-registered as required by this Rule. 

m) A player shall not be eligible to play for a team in any special championship promotion 
or relegation deciding match (as specified in Rule 12(a)) unless the player has played six 
games for that team in this Competition in the current season. 

n) 

i) Any team playing an unregistered or otherwise ineligible player or players 

shall have the points gained in the match deducted from its total and may be 
fined and/or otherwise dealt with at the discretion of the Management Committee, 
ii) In addition the team shall have 3 points deducted from its total at the discretion 
of the Management Committee and may be dealt with in any further manner which is 
thought to be fit. 

iii) The Management Committee may, at its discretion, award the points available 
in the match in question to the opponents, subject to the match not being ordered to 
be replayed. 

o) Each Club must have completed for each team at least 12 fully and correctly 
completed Competition Registration Forms in ink and countersigned by an Officer of the 
Club which must have been received by the Registration Secretary no later than 14 days prior 
to the commencement of the season. 

♦ Any Club not observing this Rule shall be fined and/or otherwise dealt with at the 
discretion of the Management Committee. 

9. Club Colours. Club Name 

a) Every Club must register the colour of its shirts and shorts with the Secretary by 30th 
June in each year who shall decide as to their suitability. 

♦ Goalkeepers must wear colours which distinguish them from other players and the 
referee. 

♦ No player, including the goalkeeper, shall be permitted to wear black or very dark 
shirts. 

♦ Any team not being able to play in its normal colours as registered with the 
Competition shall notify the colours in which they will play to its opponents at least 3 days 
before the match. 

♦ If, in the opinion of the referee, two Clubs have the same or similar colours, the home 
team shall make the change. Any team not having a change of colours or delaying the kick- 
off by not having a change shall be fined. 

♦ The Secretary of the Competition may request shirts to be submitted if complaints 
are received as to lack of distinguishing colours, and the Management Committee may refuse 
to permit any shirts or shorts as they think fit. 

♦ Shirts must be numbered. 

b) Any Club wishing to change its name and/or colours must obtain permission from its 
affiliated County Association and from the Management Committee. 
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10. Playing Season. Conditions of Play. Times of Kick-off. Postponements. Substitutes 

a) The Annual General Meeting shall determine the date for the commencement of the 
season in accordance with Football Association Rules. 

♦ Original fixtures arranged by the Fixture Secretary, or at a meeting specially convened 
for that purpose, must not be arranged for a date later than seven days preceding the 
concluding date. 

b) All matches shall be played in accordance with the Laws of the Game as determined 
by the International Football Association Board. 

♦ Clubs must take all reasonable precautions to keep their grounds in a playable 
condition. 

♦ All matches shall be played on pitches deemed suitable by the Management 
Committee. 

♦ If through any fault of the home team a match has to be replayed, the Management 
Committee shall have power to order the venue to be changed. 

♦ The Management Committee shall have power to decide whether a pitch and/or 
facilities are suitable for matches in the Competition and to order the Club concerned to 
play its fixtures on another ground. 

♦ All matches shall have a duration of 90 minutes unless a shorter time (not less than 60 
minutes) is mutually arranged by the two captains in consultation with the referee prior to 
the commencement of the match, and in any event shall be of equal halves. 

♦ The times of kick-off shall be fixed at the AGM. 

♦ Any Club failing to commence at the appointed time shall be fined a sum not 
exceeding £10.00 or be otherwise dealt with as the Management Committee may determine. 

♦ Referees must order matches to commence at the appointed time and must report all 
late starts to the Competition. 

♦ The home team must provide to the Referee at least 10 minutes prior to kick-off at 
least two footballs fit for play and the referee shall make a report to the Competition if the 
footballs are unsuitable. 

♦ Goal nets in a reasonable condition and corner flags must be used. 

(c) 

i) Except by permission of the Management Committee all matches must be played 

on the dates originally fixed but priority shall be given to The Football Association and all 
relevant County Association Cup Competitions. All other matches must be considered 
secondary. Clubs may mutually agree to bring forward a match with the consent of the 
Fixture Secretary In the case of a revised fixture date, the Clubs must be given, by the 
Competition, at least 5 clear days notice of the match (unless otherwise mutually agreed), 
ii) If a club wishes not to have a fixture on a particular date and gives not less than 
six weeks written notice to the Fixture Secretary, then in such circumstances the Fixture 
Secretary shall have the power to amend fixtures accordingly. A club may make such a 
request on not more than two occasions each season. 

d) The Secretary of the home Club must give notice in writing of full particulars of 
the location of, and access to, the ground, Club colours and time of kick-off to the match 
officials and the Secretary of the opposing Club at least 2 clear days prior to the playing of 
the match. 

♦ Any Club failing to comply with this Rule shall be liable to a fine of £5.00. 

e) In the event of a Club playing in any match with less than II players they shall be fined 
£5 for each missing player. A minimum of 7 players will constitute a team for a Competition 
match (one of whom must be the goalkeeper). 
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Every Club shall play its best available qualified team or teams in all matches in the 
Competition. 

♦ (Note: The intention of this Rule is not to interfere with normal team selection by 
Clubs, but to prevent Clubs deliberately fielding a weakened team in order to unreasonably 
reserve players for another game or to boost the strength of another or lower team. It is 
NOT intended that Clubs MUST field higher team players in lower teams when the higher 
team has no engagement. If, in the opinion of the Management Committee, the substance or 
spirit of the Rule is obviously being disregarded, the Club or Clubs concerned may be called 
to account for its / their actions and shall be subject to such decisions as the Management 
Committee may determine, despite the fact that Rule 8 has not been infringed.) 

f) Home and away matches shall be played and when possible there shall be a minimum 
of 4 weeks for home and away fixtures between the same teams. 

♦ In the event of a Club failing to keep its engagement the Management Committee shall 
have power to inflict a fine, deduct points from the defaulting Club, award the points from 
the match in question to the opponents, order the defaulting Club to pay any expenses 
properly incurred by the opponents or match officials or otherwise deal with them except 
the award of goals. 

♦ Notwithstanding the foregoing home and away provision, the Management Committee 
shall have power to order a match to be played on a neutral ground or on the opponent's 
ground if they are satisfied that such action is warranted by the circumstances. 

♦ Any Club with more than one team in the Competition shall always fulfil its fixture, 
within the Competition, in the following order of precedence:- First Team, Reserve Team, 
ATeam. Clubs in breach of this requirement shall be fined or otherwise dealt with by the 
Management Committee. 

♦ Any Club unable to fulfil a fixture must, without delay, give notice to the Fixture 
Secretary, the Referees Assistant Secretary, the Secretary of the opposing Club and the 
match officials. 

♦ Written notice setting out the reasons for postponement shall be sent to the Fixture 
Secretary within 3 days of the date of the fixture. 

♦ Any Club failing to comply shall be dealt with by the Management Committee who 
may inflict a fine. 

♦ In the event of a match not being played or abandoned owing to causes over which 
neither Club has control, it shall be played in its entirety on a date to be arranged by the 
Fixture Secretary or mutually agreed by the two clubs and approved by the Management 
Committee. 

♦ The Management Committee shall review all matches abandoned in cases where it is 
consequent upon the conduct of either or both Teams. 

♦ Where it is to the advantage of the Competition and does no injustice to either Club, 
the Management Committee shall be empowered to order the score at the time of the 
abandonment to stand. 

♦ In all cases where the Management Committee are satisfied that a match was 
abandoned owing to the conduct of one team or its Club member(s) they shall be 
empowered to award the points for the match to the opponents and/or take what other 
action they may deem necessary. 

♦ In cases where a match has been abandoned owing to the conduct of both teams or 
their Club member(s), the Management Committee shall rule all points for the match as 
void. 

♦ No fine(s) can be applied by the Management Committee for an abandoned match. 

♦ The Management Committee shall review any match that has taken place where either 
or both teams were under a suspension imposed upon them by the Association or Affiliated 
Association. In each case the team that was under suspension would be dealt with in the 
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same manner as if they had participated with ineligible players in accordance with Rule 8 (n) 
above. Where both teams were under suspension, the game must be declared null and void, 
g) A Club may at its discretion and in accordance with the Laws of the Game use 3 
substitute players in any match in this Competition who may be selected from 7 players. 

♦ The referee shall be informed of the names of the substitutes not later than ten 
minutes before the start of the match. 

♦ A player who has been selected, appointed or named as a substitute before the start 
of the match but does not actually play in the game shall not be considered to have been a 
player in that game within the meaning of Rule 8 of this Competition. 

h) The half time interval shall be of ten minutes duration and may only be altered with 

the consent of the referee. 

i) Any team with an uncompleted programme shall be liable to a fine for each match 

they have still outstanding at the discretion of the Management Committee. 

j) Clubs will be exempt from fulfilling fixtures on recognised Religious Festivals. 

♦ Clubs so wishing to be exempt shall inform the Fixture Secretary prior to the 
commencement of the season. 

Reporting Results 



a) The Registration Secretary must receive no later than 5.00 p.m. on the third day 
following each game played the result of each Competition League match and each internal 
Competition cup match in the prescribed manner. 

♦ This must include the forenames and surnames of the team players (in block letters) 
who have actually taken part in the match and any other information required by the 
Competition. 

♦ Failure to do so will incur a fine and/or the Club being dealt with as the Management 
Committee decides. 

b) The Home Club shall telephone the result of each match (whether played or 
postponed) to the person appointed by the Management Committee as follows: 

♦ For Matches played on a weekend - no later than 5.00 p.m. on the Sunday 

♦ For Matches played on a weekday within 24 hours of the game being played. 

♦ Any Club failing to comply with the rule will be liable to a fine. 

c) The match report form, correctly completed, shall be signed by a responsible 
member of the Club. 

♦ The Management Committee shall have power to take such action as they deem 
suitable against a Club which submits an incomplete form or incorrect information. 
N.B. If the fine exceeds £20.00 the club must be charged as detailed in Rule 5 (d). 

c) Completed External Cup Exit forms must be received by the Fixture Secretary within 
three days of the Club's elimination from the external cup competition. 

12. Determining Championship 

a) Team rankings within the Competition will be decided by points with 3 points to be 
awarded for a win and I point for a drawn match. 

♦ The teams gaining the highest number of points in their respective Divisions at the 
conclusion shall be adjudged the winners. Matches must not be played for double points. 

♦ In the event of two or more teams being equal on points team rankings shall be 
decided by goal difference. 

♦ In the event of two or more teams being equal on points and goal difference, team 
rankings shall be decided by goals scored. 

♦ In the event that two or more teams remain equal after goal difference and goals 
scored have been applied a deciding match played under conditions determined by the 
Management Committee may be played. 
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b) Automatic promotion and relegation shall be applied for the first two and last two 
teams in each Division except as provided for hereunder. (This rule shall not apply to 
promotion to or relegation from the Premier Division, membership of which shall always be 
at the discretion of the Management Committee). 

(i) occurring after the conclusion of the season may be filled in any of the following ways: 

a)of otherwise relegated teams 

b)promotion of the next ranked teams from the Division below 

c) 

(ii) last two teams in the lowest Division shall retire, but be eligible for re-election except as 

stated in (iii) below. 

(iii) a senior team is relegated to a lower Division of which its reserve team is a member, or 

entitled to be a member, such reserve team must accept relegation to, or retain its position 

in, the next lower Division; and should the senior team be relegated to the lowest Division its 

reserve team automatically retires from the Competition. 

(iv) either or both of the leading teams in any of the Divisions have its senior team in the next 

higher Division, promotion shall fall, at the discretion of the General Meeting, to the next 

highest team or teams in the Division concerned. 

c) In the event of a team not completing 75% of its fixtures for the season all points 
obtained by or recorded against such defaulting team shall be expunged from the 
Competition table. 

15. Referees 

a) Registered Referees (and Assistant Referees where approved by the FA or County FA) 
for all matches shall be appointed in a manner approved by the Management Committee and 
by the sanctioning Association. 

b) In the event of the non-appearance of the appointed Referee the appointed senior 
Assistant Referee shall take charge and a substitute Assistant Referee appointed by the 
competing Teams. 

♦ In cases where there are no officially appointed Assistant Referees, the Clubs shall 
agree upon a Referee. A Referee thus agreed upon shall, for that game, have the full powers, 
status and authority of a registered Referee. 

c) The Management Committee may, if they consider it desirable, or upon application by 
the two competing Clubs, appoint Assistant Referees, if available, to any match. 

♦ Where Assistant Referees are not appointed each Team shall provide a Club Assistant 
Referee. Failure to do so will result in a fine being imposed on the defaulting Team. 

d) The appointed Referee shall have power to decide as to the fitness of the ground in 
all matches and the decision shall be final except that in the case of a ground of a Local 
Authority or the owners of a ground, the Representative of that body is the sole arbiter 
whose decision must be accepted unless the arbiter decides the ground is declared fit for 
play when the final decision shall be that of the appointed Referee. 

e) Subject to any limits / provisions laid down by the Sanctioning Association , Match Officials 
appointed under this Rule shall be paid a match fee of £24.00 and private car expenses of 
32p per mile. 

The Home Club shall pay the Officials their match fees and travel expenses in the changing 
room or at the ground immediately after the match. 

f) In the event of a match not being played because of circumstances over which the 
Clubs have no control, the Match Officials, if present, shall be entitled to half fee plus 
expenses. 

♦ Where a match is not played owing to one Club being in default, that Club shall be 
ordered to pay the Officials, if they attend the ground, their full fee and expenses. Referees 
shall report the facts to the Secretary within three days. 
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g) A Referee not keeping his/her engagement, and failing to give a satisfactory explanation 
as to their non-appearance, may have the fact reported to the Association with which he/she 
is registered. 

h) Each Club shall, in a manner prescribed from time to time by The Football Association, 
award marks to the Referee for each match and the name of the Referee and the marks 
awarded shall be submitted to the Competition Secretary on the prescribed Form no later 
than 5.00 p.m. on the third day following each match. 

♦ Clubs failing to comply with this Rule shall be liable to be fined or dealt with as the 
Management Committee shall determine. 

i) The Competition shall keep a record of the markings and, on the Form provided, by 

the prescribed date each season, shall submit a summary to the County Association, 
j) The Referee shall print his name clearly and sign the match report form checking the 

result of the match, the number of players in each team, the time of kick-off and also those 
substitutes who have actually taken part in the game and any discrepancies noted shall be 
taken up with the appropriate club secretary 

♦ Referees should not enter any players or substitutes names on the match report form. 
Any spare spaces on the form relating to players and substitutes shall have a straight line 
inserted in the space. 

k) Referees and Assistant Referees shall be supplied, each Season, with a copy of the 

Competition Rules free of charge. 

I) Referees and Assistant Referees appointed by the Management Committee shall wear 

the traditional black uniform. 

m) If a Club has awarded the Referee a mark of sixty or less, that Club must send to the 

Competition Secretary within three days of the match being played a detailed report giving 

the reasons for the mark. 

♦ In the event that the reasons given are not deemed to be satisfactory the Club shall be 
required to justify the report to the League Management Committee. 

14. Continuation of Membership or Withdrawal of a Club 

a) After the 31st December in the current season, a Club intending to withdraw a team 
from the Competition on completion of its fixtures and fulfilment of all other obligations to 
the Competition must notify the Secretary in writing by 31st March each Season or be liable 
to a fine. 

♦ All Clubs wishing to remain in membership of the Competition for the following 
Season must confirm their intention to do so, in writing, to the Secretary by 30th April or be 
liable to a fine. 

b) A Club shall not be allowed to withdraw any or all of its teams from the Competition 
after the Annual General Meeting for the following Season. 

i) Any Club infringing this Rule after the fixtures have commenced shall be liable to a 

fine not exceeding £ 200.00 per team and shall also be liable for its share of any call which 

may be made under Rule 5(b). 

ii) Any Club infringing this Rule and not disbanding before the fixtures have commenced 

shall be liable to a fine not exceeding £ 200.00 per team and shall also be liable for its share 

of any call which may be made under Rule 5(b). 

iii) Any Club infringing this Rule and disbanding before the fixtures have commenced 

cannot be fined but will be liable for their financial commitments prior to disbanding. 

c) The Membership for the coming season having been decided at the Annual General 
Meeting, held not later than the 30th June in each year, the Competition shall have the 
right, irrespective of other provisions in this Rule, to refuse to permit a Club to withdraw its 
team(s) in order to join another Competition and may hold the Club to its engagements. 
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d) In the event of a Member CLub which is an unincorporated association withdrawing 
and/or disbanding it shall be immediately liable to discharge all its financial and other 
obligations to the Competition. 

♦ In the event that any such obligation remains undischarged after a period of 21 days 
then such obligation shall be met by the then current Club Members, excluding those under 
the statutory school leaving age. 

♦ Until a Member's pro rata obligation is discharged in full the Member shall not be 
allowed to participate in the Competition, which may apply to the Club's Parent County 
Association for a suspension order. 

If the debt remains unpaid after eighty-four (84) days the Competition may apply to the 
Club's parent County Association for the debt to be recovered in accordance with the FA 
Football Debt Recovery System. Once the matter has been passed to the Club's parent 
County Association the debt can only be cleared by payment to that County Association. 

15. Protests and Complaints 

a) 

i) All questions of eligibility, qualification of players or interpretation of the Rules shall 

be referred to the Management Committee. 

ii) Objections relating to the dimensions of the pitch, goals, flag posts or other facilities 

of the venue will not be entertained by the Management Committee unless a protest is 

lodged with the Referee before the commencement of the match. Any Club lodging such 

protest and not proceeding with it shall be deemed guilty of a breach of this Rule and shall 

be dealt with by the Management Committee. 

b) Except in cases where the Management Committee decide that there are special 
circumstances, protests and complaints (which must contain full particulars of the grounds 
upon which they are founded) must be lodged in duplicate with the Secretary within three 
days (excluding Sundays) of the match or occurrence to which they refer. 

♦ A protest or complaint shall not be withdrawn except by permission of the 
Management Committee. 

♦ A Member of the Management Committee who is a member of any Club involved shall 
not be present (except as a witness or representative of the Club) when such protest or 
complaint is being determined. 

c) Any dispute occurring between Clubs in the Competition shall be referred for 
determination by the Management Committee whose decision shall be binding upon all 
parties subject to Rule 16. 

d) No protest or complaint of whatever kind shall be considered by the Management 
Committee unless the protesting or complaining Club shall have deposited with the 
Secretary a sum of £25. 

♦ This may be forfeited in whole or in part in the event of the complaining or protesting 
Club losing its case. 

♦ The Competition shall have power to order the defaulting Club or the Club making a 
losing or frivolous protest or complaint to pay the expenses of the enquiry or to order that 
the costs be shared by the parties. 

e) All parties to a protest or complaint must receive a copy of the submission and must 
be afforded an opportunity to make a statement at least 7 days prior to the protest or 
complaint being heard. 

i) All parties must have received no less than 7 days' notice of the Hearing should they 

be instructed to attend. 

ii) Should a Club elect to state its case in person then they should forward a deposit of 
£25. and indicate such when forwarding the written response. 
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16. Board of Appeal 

♦ Within 14 days of the posting of written notification of any decision of the 
Management Committee or the Competition a Club, Official or Player against whom action is 
taken may appeal against such decision by lodging particulars in duplicate with the Secretary 
of the Worcestershire Football Association Limited, including the appeal fee of £25 for the 
adjudication of a Board of Appeal. 

♦ The grounds of appeal shall be in accordance with FA Rules. 

♦ The Board of Appeal may order the appeal fee to be forfeited and shall decide by 
whom the costs of the appeal shall be borne. 

♦ The decision of the Board of Appeal is final and binding on all parties concerned. 

♦ No appeal can be lodged against a decision taken at an Annual or Special General 
Meeting unless this is on the ground of unconstitutional conduct. 

17. Exclusion of Clubs or Teams, Misconduct, Clubs, Officials, Players 

a) At the Annual General Meeting, or at a Special General Meeting called for the purpose 
in accordance with the provisions of Rule 19, Notice of Motion having been duly circulated 
on the Agenda, the accredited delegates present shall have the power to exclude any Club 
or Team from further membership of the Competition which must be supported by (more 
than) two-thirds of those present and voting. Voting on this point shall be conducted by 
ballot. 

b) At the Annual General Meeting, or at a Special General Meeting called for the purpose, 
in accordance with the provisions of Rule 19, the accredited delegates present shall have the 
power to exclude from further participation in the Competition any Club whose conduct 
has, in their opinion, been undesirable which must be supported by at least two-thirds of 
those present and voting. 

♦ Voting on this point shall be conducted by ballot. A Club whose conduct is the subject 
of the vote being taken shall be excluded from voting. 

c) Any official or member of a Club proved guilty of either a breach of Rule, other than 
field offences, or of inducing or attempting to induce a player or players of another Club 
in the Competition to join them shall be liable to expulsion or such penalty as a General 
Meeting or the Management Committee may decide, and their Club shall also be liable to 
expulsion in accordance with the provisions of Clauses (a) or (b) of this Rule. 

18. Trophy:- Legal Owners. Condition of taking over. Agreement to be Signed. Awards 

a) A Competition Cup or Trophy shall be vested in the Association sanctioning the 
Competition as Trustees. 

♦ If a Competition be discontinued for any reason, the Cup or Trophy or any other 
presentation shall be returned to the Donor if the conditions attached to it so provide, or if 
not dealt with as the Sanctioning Association may decide. 

♦ At the close of each Competition, awards may be made to the winners and runners-up 
if the funds of the Competition permit. 

♦ Clubs successful in winning a Competition Cup or Trophy must return the Cup or 
Trophy to the Secretary on or before the 1st February. 

♦ Any Club failing to comply will be liable to a fine or shall be otherwise dealt with by 
the Management Committee. 

b) The following agreement shall be signed on behalf of the winners of the Cup or 
Trophy: 

"We A and B , the Chairman and Secretary of FC, members of and representing 

the Club, having been declared winners of Cup or Trophy, and it having been delivered 

to us by the Competition, do hereby on behalf of the Club jointly and severally agree to 
return the Cup or Trophy to the Competition Secretary on or before the 1st February. If 
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the Cup or Trophy is Lost or damaged whilst under our care we agree to refund to the 
Competition the amount of its current value or the cost of its thorough repair." 

Failure to comply will result in a fine determined by the Management Committee. 

19. Special General Meeting s 

♦ Upon receiving a requisition signed by two-thirds of the Clubs in membership the 
Secretary shall call a Special General Meeting. 

♦ The Management Committee may call a Special General Meeting at any time. 

♦ At least seven days notice shall be given of either meeting under this Rule, together 
with an agenda of the business to be transacted at such meeting. 

♦ Each Full Member Club shall be empowered to send two delegates to all Special 
General Meetings. 

♦ Each Club shall be entitled to one vote only as will members of the Management 
Committee. 

♦ Any continuing Member Club failing to be represented at a Special General Meeting 
satisfactory reason being given shall be fined. 

♦ Officers and Management Committee members shall be entitled to attend and vote at 
all Special General Meetings. 

20. Alterations to Rules 

♦ Alterations, for which consent has been given by the sanctioning Association, shall 
be made to these Rules only at the Annual General Meeting or at a Special General Meeting 
specially convened for the purpose called in accordance with Rule 19. 

Any alteration made during the playing season to the Rule relating to the qualification of 

players shall not take effect until the following season. 

Notice of proposed alterations to be considered at the Annual General Meeting shall be 

submitted to the Secretary by 31st January in each year. 

The proposals, together with any proposals by the Management Committee, shall be 

circulated to the Clubs by 31st March and any amendments thereto shall be submitted to the 

Secretary by 30th April. 

The proposals and proposed amendments thereto shall be circulated to Clubs with the 

notice of the Annual General Meeting. 

A proposal to change a Rule shall be carried if more than two thirds of those present and 

entitled to vote are in favour. 

A copy of the proposed alterations to Rules to be considered at the Annual General Meeting 

or Special General Meeting shall be submitted to the sanctioning Football Association no less 

than 28 days prior to the date of the meeting. 

21. Finance 

a) The Management Committee shall determine with which bank or other financial 
institution the funds of the Competition will be lodged. 

b) All expenditure in excess of £75 shall be approved by the Management Committee, 
shall be signed by at least two Officers nominated by the Management Committee. 

c) The financial year of the Competition will end on 30th April. 

d) The books, or a certified balance sheet, of the Competition shall be prepared and 
shall be audited annually by some suitable persons who shall be appointed at the Annual 
General Meeting. 

22. Public Liability Insurance 

All clubs must have public liability insurance cover of at least 10 million pounds ( 
£10,000,000). 
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With effect from the 2013 / 2014 season, all clubs must be members of a Players personal 
accident scheme which meets the minimum criteria set by the Sanctioning Association. 

23. Indemnity 

Each club shall agree to indemnify and keep indemnified the Officers and members of the 
Management Committee and each and every one of them from and against all liability in 
respect of damage or injury to persons or to any property real or personal moveable or 
immovable or any loss damage or costs arising directly or indirectly out of any game or 
games of association football arranged or organised by or on behalf of the Competition. 

24. Dissolution 

a) A proposal that the Competition be dissolved shall be passed if supported by 75% or 
more of those present and voting at a General Meeting. 

b) On the dissolution of the Competition, the Member Clubs forming the Competition 
shall not be entitled to any share in the assets of the Competition. 

c) Without limitation to (b) above, the assets of the Competition shall be dealt with on 
dissolution as set out in this rule. 

♦ After settlement of any debts due and payable by the Competition the assets of the 

Competition shall be transferred either to the WFA Limited or the Football Association 
Limited (as shall be decided by the General Meeting.) 



INTERNAL CUP COMPETITIONS 

RULES TO APPLY TO BAYLIS CUP. PHIPPS CUP. 

KATHERINE RAYER CUP. SOUTHAM TROPHY. 

AND BERNARD FINNEGAN CUP 

1. The Baylis Cup shall be confined to teams competing in the Premier Division of the 
Saturday League, and the Phipps Cup shall be confined to all other teams competing in the 
Saturday League. 

2. The Katherine Rayer Cup shall be confined to teams competing in the Premier and 1st 
Division of the Sunday League. The Southam Trophy shall be confined to teams competing 
in Divisions 2 and 3 of the Sunday League and the Bernard Finnegan Cup shall be confined to 
teams competing in Divisions 4 and 5 of the Sunday League. 

♦ All teams shall be included in the above Saturday and Sunday Internal Cup 
Competitions. 

3. The competitions shall be competed for annually and semi-finals and finals shall be 
played on grounds approved by the Management Committee. 

♦ Each club participating in the Final of an Internal Cup Competition must provide two 
suitable match balls to the match officials at least 15 minutes prior to the commencement of 
the game. 

4. The Registration Rules concerning the qualification of players to apply for these Cup 
Competitions shall be as follows:- 
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a) a bone fide playing member of a team shall be eligible to play provided he has signed a 
correctly completed Registration Form and such form has been received and acknowledged 
by the Registration Secretary at least 14 days prior to the date of the tie or having received 
notification from the Registration Secretary that the player is registered the player has 
played in one or more matches for his team against any other team in this Competition prior 
to the date of the tie. (In the event of the Management Committee resolving to play any of 
these internal cup competitions on a league basis the Management Committee may at its 
discretion amend this rule to comply with League Rule 8(b)(2)). 

b) 

i) For a player to be qualified to play in a SEMI-FINAL or FINAL of any of these Cup 

Competitions a player must have played in not less than 4 League or internal League Cup 

games for his team in the appropriate competition during the season. No exceptions will be 

made to this rule. 

ii) Not less than seven days before the SEMI-FINAL or FINAL game is due to be played, 

each club shall submit for approval to the Registration Secretary a list of all players each 

club considers are eligible to play. The Registration Secretary will inform each club of any 

players who are not eligible to play. 

iii) Only those players submitted for approval to the Registration Secretary and eligible 

to play as required by Rule 4 (b) (i) above shall be permitted to take part in the semi-final or 

final. No exceptions will be made to this rule. 

c) A player shall be deemed to be cup tied if he has played for another club or team in 
the respective cup competition in the current season. 

d) Any club which has a reserve team can enter that team in the Phipps Cup/Southam 
Trophy/Bernard Finnegan Cup Competitions, and the players competing in the Phipps Cup/ 
Southam Trophy/Bernard Finnegan Cup Competitions are eligible to play in the Baylis/ 
Katherine Rayer Cup Competitions for the same club but a player who has played in the 
Baylis/Katherine Rayer Cup Competitions cannot play in the Phipps Cup/Southam Trophy/ 
Bernard Finnegan Cup for his own or any other club. 

e) Any club/team found guilty of a breach of these rules shall be liable to disqualification 
and/or a fine as deemed appropriate by the Management Committee If any situation arises 
which is not covered by these rules the Competition Rules shall apply. 

5. Ties shall be drawn for, and the first team drawn will have choice of ground. 

♦ The first team drawn will be the home team. 

♦ The home team will be responsible for all match expenses in all rounds prior to the 
semi final. 

♦ Match expenses for the referee and assistant referees in a semi final shall be shared 
equally between each competing team. 

♦ The total 'gate' (from all sources) will be shared between the two teams. 

♦ The visitors will not claim travelling expenses. 

6. Unless otherwise arranged the Competition will take all proceeds from, and be 
responsible for all finals. 

7. All matches shall be played under the laws of the game as approved by the 
International Football Association Board and in accordance with the Rules, Regulations and 
Bye-Laws of the Football Association.

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CHILD PROTECTION 

General 

1. Any act, statement, conduct or other matter which harms a child or children, or 
poses or may pose a risk of harm to a child or children, shall constitute behaviour which is 
improper and brings the game into disrepute. 

2. In these Regulations the expression "Offence" shall mean any one or more of the 
offences contained in Schedule I to the Children and Young Persons Act 1933 and any other 
criminal offence which reasonably causes The Association to believe that the person accused 
of the offence poses or may pose a risk of harm to a child or children. 

3. Upon receipt by The Association of:- 

3.1 notification that an individual has been charged with an Offence; or 

3.2 notification that an individual is the subject of an investigation by the Police, social 
services or any other authority relating to an Offence; or 

3.3 any other information which causes The Association reasonably to believe that a 
person poses or may pose a risk of harm to a child or children The Association shall have the 
power to order that the individual be suspended from all or any specific football activity for 
such period and on such terms and conditions as it thinks fit. 

4. In reaching its determination as to whether an order under Regulation 2 should be 
made The Association shall give consideration, inter alia, to the following factors:- 

4.1 whether a child is or children are or may be at risk of harm; 

4.2 whether the matters are of a serious nature; 

4.3 whether an order is necessary or desirable to allow the conduct of any investigation 
by The Association or any other authority or body to proceed unimpeded having regard to 
the need for any action to be proportionate. 

5. The period of an order referred to in 2 above shall not be capable of lasting beyond 
the date upon which any charge under the Rules of The Association or any Offence is 
decided or brought to an end. 

6. Where an order is imposed on an individual under Regulation 2 above, The Association 
shall bring and conclude any proceedings under the Rules of The Association against the 
person relating to the matters as soon as reasonably practicable. 

7. Where a person is convicted or is made the subject of a caution in respect of an 
Offence, that shall constitute a breach of the Rules of The Association and The Association 
shall have the power to order the suspension of the person from all or any specific football 
for such period (including indefinitely) and on such terms and conditions as it thinks fit. 

8. For the purposes of these Regulations, The Association shall act through its Council or 
any committee or sub-committee thereof, including the Board. 

9. Notification in writing of an order referred to above shall be given to the person 
concerned and/or any club with which he is associated as soon as reasonably practicable. 

10. The applicable standard of proof shall be the civil action standard, of the balance 
of probability. The more serious the allegation taking into account the nature of the 
misconduct alleged and the context of the case the greater the burden of evidence required 
to find the matter proved. Save that for charges pursuant to the Football Association's Child 
Protection Policy, where the welfare and protection of children shall be paramount and the 
test shall be whether more likely than not.

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MATCH BASED DISCIPLINE SYSTEM 

Please find below the Match Based Discipline System for Season 2012/13 

As previously stated, The FA have given the responsibility to the County FAs on which games 
qualify for suspension. The Worcestershire FA have produced the following guidance: 

Qualifying Fixtures for Suspension: 



For a fixture to qualify for suspension it must be an affiliated competition to a County FA, or The 
FA. So, local cups that are affiliated WILL count towards suspension. 

Non-Qualifying fixtures for Suspension: 

Friendly matches. 

Matches in competitions that span two consecutive days or less, unless approved to qualify by 

the County FA. 

One-off Charity matches. 

Cautions 

For each Caution issued you will receive one penalty point (for details on points please see page 
83) 

If a Player receives a set number of Cautions during the qualifying period they will receive a 
suspension, this will commence 21 days from the date the 5/10/15 Caution was received, even if 
you have not received notification from your County Association. 

If you find that a Caution has not been received from the County Association, please contact 
your Parent County Association immediately. 

5 Cautions 

If a Player receives 5 Cautions between the first day of the season and 31st December they will 
be suspended for a period of I match suspension and be fined £15. 

If a Player receives their 5th Caution after the 31st December they will be warned as to their 
future conduct and no suspension shall be imposed. 

10 Cautions 

If a Player receives 10 Cautions between the first day of the season and the second Sunday in 
April they will be suspended for a period of 2 match suspension and be fined £15. 

If a Player receives a 10th Caution after the second Sunday in April they will be severely censured 
and warned as to their future conduct and no suspension shall be imposed. 

15 Cautions 

If a Player receives 15 Cautions playing between the first and last day of the season they will be 
suspended for a period of 3 match suspension and be fined £15. 

20+ Cautions 

If a Player is Cautioned 20 times between the first and last day of the season they will be 
charged with continuing misconduct. For every 5 Cautions they receive thereafter they will be 
charged with continuing misconduct. 

The suspension is from the team the Player received the amount of Cautions for. For the Player 
to be suspended they must receive 5/10/15 Cautions for Saturday football OR Sunday football. 
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The suspension will be completed when that team has played the appropriate number of games. 

For example, a Player receives 5 first team Cautions on a Saturday they will be suspended from 
Saturday football Only. If a Player exceeds the threshold on a Sunday, they will be suspended 
from Sunday football Only. 

If a Player receives 2 Cautions on a Saturday and 3 Cautions on a Sunday they will not be 
suspended as they have not received 5 Cautions for the same type of football (i.e. Saturday only 
or Sunday only). 

The Caution count is also categorised between Clubs outside of the National League System and 
those between Steps 5-7. 

Mistaken Identity 

(The Match Official Cautioned the wrong Player from the field of play) 

A Club must submit to the County Association written reasons for the claim, any supporting 

evidence and the appeal fee, within three working days of the match. 

If a claim is successful the appeal fee will be returned and the suspension/fine will be removed 
from the incorrect Player's record and transferred to the correct Player. 

It is the responsibility of the Club to keep a record of how many Cautions a Player has received 
during the season. If you do not receive correspondence relating to an offence within 14 days 
YOU MUST INFORM YOUR COUNTY ASSOCIATION. 

When returning the Caution Reply form it is essential that all the mandatory fields are 
completed and displaying the correct information. 

You must ensure that if any of the details are missing or incorrect that they are completed/ 
amended accordingly. 

The form must be returned with the administration fee within 14 days of the date that it was 
issued. 

Standard Charg es 

If you have a Player sent off it is a fact the Player will be suspended 21 days after the date of the 
game. 

You will receive the following information from your County Association: 

♦ Letter from your County Association providing details of the charge 

♦ Reply form 

♦ Copy of the Match Officials report on which the charge is based 

If a Player is sent off on a Saturday, the suspension will be from Saturday type football only. 

This would mean should the Player participate on a Sunday or in a midweek league, they will still 
be able to play for these teams whilst the Player is serving the ban from Saturday type football. 
This is the same for a Player who is sent off in Sunday football, they can still play on a Saturday. 

Qualifying matches for a suspension can only be for the team whom the Player was playing 
for at the time they were sent off. If a Club operates a number of teams and is dismissed from 
one team, that Player is unable to participate until the team he/she were sent off for play the 
appropriate number of games relevant to the Players suspension, e.g. A Player is sent off playing

Suspensions under the match based discipline system commence 21 days from the date of the fixture. 

If you have not received correspondence relating to a fixture within 10 days you must contact the 

County Association immediately.

Non-receipt of paperwork is not a valid defence where a 
charge is issued for playing whilst under suspension.

The amount of games a Player will be suspended for is the same for everyone who operates 
under the Match Based Discipline System, therefore the Player/Club will already be aware of 
how many games the Player will miss prior to receiving the reports from the Parent County 
Association. 

If the fixtures that a Player is due to miss change for any reason you must notify your 
County Association immediately. If you are awaiting details of upcoming fixtures, please 
return the form stating this clearly and send an updated copy once the fixtures are 
known. 

If there are not enough fixtures left in a season to complete a suspension please return the form 
stating this clearly. Once the fixtures for the following season are released you must update 
your County Association. 

The Player is free from suspension between the last qualifying fixture of the season and the 
opening qualifying fixture of the new season 

♦ If a player is dismissed from the field of play in normal circumstances the matches which 
would qualify for suspension will be matches for the team which the player was dismissed for at 
the time. 

An abandoned fixture will not count towards clearing a Player of suspension as it is not a 
completed fixture, any Misconduct received in the fixture will still be processed. 

Importantly, this is still the case even if a League decide that the result from the abandoned 
fixture stands. 
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To clarify, a Player who is sent off playing for his Club on a Saturday will be suspended only 
from Saturday football until the Player has served the correct amount of qualifying matches for 
that type of football. 

A Player who is sent off on a Sunday, will be suspended only from Sunday football, therefore will 
be able to continue playing for their Saturday side, whilst the suspension is being served. 

A game that is classed as a 'double header' where teams play each other twice on the same day 
is classed as two matches. A Player can therefore serve their final suspension on the first game, 
and be eligible to play in the second game. 

Continuing Misconduct - 2 or more Sending's off in a Season 

Players who are dismissed from the field of play for a second time in the same season, in 
addition to the automatic suspension applicable to the offence, will be suspended for one extra 
match. 

A Player who is dismissed for a third time in the same season will be suspended for an extra two 
matches, and so on. 

Qualifying Matches 

The following competitions will qualify for a Player to serve the suspension imposed by the 
County FA: 

♦ FA Competitions (Cup, Trophy, Vase, Women's Cup and FA Sunday Cup) 

♦ League Matches 

♦ League Cup Matches (subject to being confirmed by the County FA) 

♦ Parent County Cup Matches (subject to being confirmed by the County FA) 

If you are Sent Off on a Saturday, the suspension is from Saturday type football only 
you will be able to play on sundays. 

If you are Sent Off on a Sunday, the suspension is from Sunday type football only 
you will be able to play on saturdays. 

Standard Charges - Responses 

When a Player receives a Standard Charge after being sent off from the field of play, the 
suspension will commence 21 days after the date of the sending off. For example, Player is 
sent off on Sunday 6th March 2011 for Violent Conduct, they will serve a 3 Match Suspension, 
commencing Sunday 27th March 2011. 

When you receive the Standard letter from the County, along with the Match Officials report, 
you must complete the pro-forma and return this to the County within the specified time, 
detailing which games the Player will miss. If you are unaware of the forthcoming fixtures, you 
must notify the County, and once the fixtures have been released, complete the form and return 
it to them. 

There are no appeals against a Standard Charge, personal hearings will not take place if a Player 
receives a red card. If you believe you have a Claim of Wrongful Dismissal or a Claim of Mistaken 
Identity you must adhere to the procedures as detailed on page 85. 

On ALL Standard Charges the Players signature is not required on the response form. 

The Club Secretary is duty bound to inform the Player of their suspension and it is the 
Players duty to ensure that he does not play 21 days after being sent off. The Player 
knows he was sent off, and therefore knows they will be serving a suspension as its a 
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MATTER OF FACT. 



Standard Charges - Appeals 

Appeal - Claim of Wrongful Dismissal / Mistaken Identity 

In all cases the appeal fee, which must be submitted with details of your appeal is £50, for Clubs 
outside the National League system the fee is £30. 

Wrongful Dismissal 

(You must provide DVD/Video footage that the Match Official made a serious and obvious error 
in dismissing the Player from the field of play) 

A Dismissal from the field of play for S6 (using offensive language and/or insulting and/or abusive 
language and/or gestures) or S7 (receiving a second Caution in the same match) is not within the 
criteria for a claim. 

A Club must, within one working day of the match, notify the County Association of their 
intention to lodge a claim.

Time limits for a Claim are strict, claims received late will not be considered 

(If Bank Holidays fall within the period, the appropriate number of extra days will be made 

available) 



They must submit to the County Association a DVD/video recording, which shows the full 
incident leading to the Dismissal of the Player, together with written reasons for the claim of 
wrongful Dismissal, any supporting evidence and the relevant appeal within three working days. 

Please be aware that the DVD/video must show that the Match Official made a serious 
and obvious error. 



If a claim is successful the appeal fee will be returned and the suspension/fine will be removed 
from the Player's record. However, the details of the Dismissal will remain. 

Mistaken Identity 

(The Match Official dismissed the wrong Player from the field of play) 

A Club must submit to the County Association written reasons for the claim, any supporting 

evidence and the appeal fee, within three working days of the match. 

If a claim is successful the appeal fee will be returned and the suspension/fine will be removed 

from the incorrect Player's record and transferred to the correct Player. 

Misconduct Charg es 

A Misconduct Charge will be issued where an incident is reported which does not fall under 
standard Dismissal offences or is a serious offence. A Discipline Commission will convene to 
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consider all Misconduct Cases, whether the response to the charge is accepted or denied. 

A Player can be charged with Misconduct following being dismissed from the field of play e.g. 
Player is sent off for violent conduct (will receive the standard three match ban), and before 
leaving the field of play used abusive/insulting comments towards a match official. The latter 
would be dealt with as Misconduct and subsequently the Player will have a second charge that 
they need to respond to, having the options to accept or deny the charge. 

A Club or an Associate with the Club, e.g. Manager, Coach, Physio can also be charged with 
Misconduct, the response to the charge is the same as detailed below. 

If you receive a Misconduct Charge and it is found Proven, you will be suspended from ALL 
Football 

If you are issued with a Misconduct Charge you will receive the following correspondence from 
your County FA: 

♦ Charge Sheet explaining the details of the charge levied against you 

♦ Response Sheet which details your options when responding to the charge 

♦ Reports on which the charge/s is/are based 

On the response sheet you will be offered four options, one of which you must choose: 

A. I AM PLEADING GUILTY TO THE CHARGE AND I WISH THE CASE TO BE DEALT WITH IN MY ABSENCE. 
I REQUEST ANY CORRESPONDENCE THAT I HAVE SUBMITTED TO BE CONSIDERED AND I AWAIT THE 
DECISION OF THE DISCIPLINARY COMMISSION AS TO MY PUNISHMENT 

Where shown the Participant/Club must send the administration fee. A Discipline Commission 
will consider the case, taking into consideration the Participants/Club discipline record from the 
previous five years and all documentation that has been sent to them in relation to the case. The 
Commission will impose a punishment, if any, that they deem appropriate. 

B. I AM PLEADING GUILTY TO THE CHARGE AND I WISH TO ATTEND A DISCIPLINE HEARING TO 
ENTER A VERBAL PLEA FOR LENIENCY THE PERSONAL HEARING FEE OF £50.00 IN ADDITION TO THE 
ADMINISTRATION FEE OF £10.00 IS ENCLOSED WHERE APPLICABLE. I AM AWARE THAT I AM ACCEPTING 
THE CHARGE AND I WILL NOT BE ABLE TO QUESTION THE BASIS OF THE CHARGE AND THAT THE 
MATCH OFFICIALS WILL NOT BE IN ATTENDANCE. 

Where shown the Participant/Club must sent the administration fee along with the hearing fee. 
The appellant, having already accepted the charge, will put forward verbal mitigation in relation 
to the case, which could include previous discipline history. A Commission will consider the 
appellant's submission and impose a punishment that they deem appropriate. The charge has 
already been accepted so the Match Officials report will not be able to be contested by the 
appellant. 

C. I AM PLEADING NOT GUILTY TO THE CHARGE, AS INDICATED ABOVE AND I WISH THE CASE TO 
BE DEALT WITH IN MY ABSENCE. I REQUEST ANY CORRESPONDENCE THAT I HAVE SUBMITTED BE 
CONSIDERED AND I WILL AWAIT THE DECISION OF THE DISCIPLINARY COMMISSION. 

The Participant/Club must submit the relevant administration fee to the County, along with all 
relevant documentation that the Participant/Club wish the Discipline Commission to consider. 
If the Discipline Commission find the case Not Proven the case is concluded, with no further 
action taken and the details being expunged from the Players record. 
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If the Discipline Commission decide the case is proven, they will consider the Participant/Clubs 
previous five year history, and, where appropriate, impose a punishment. 

d. i am pleading not guilty to the charge, as indicated above and i wish to attend 
a Disciplinary Hearing. The personal hearing fee of £50.00 in addition to the 
administration fee of £10.00 are enclosed where applicable, together with written 
reasons as to why i am requesting a personal hearing and the number of witnesses i 
intend to represent me, along with any other documentation to be considered. 

The Participant/Club must submit the relevant hearing fee, and administration fee (where 
applicable) to the County Association. A full list of witnesses who will be attending and the 
reason why the Personal Hearing has been requested also needs to be submitted to the County 
Association (and any other documentation you may wish for a Commission to consider at the 
hearing). A Personal Hearing will be called for the case to be heard. 

Should the case be found proven the Commission can exercise the right to impose costs. 

If you deny any aspect of the charge and report on which it is based you must select option C or 
D. 

In all cases you must return the response form, along with the appropriate monies, within 14 
days from the date that the charge was issued. Any responses received after this this date will 
not be accepted. A Discipline Commission will be convened to consider the case, based upon the 
correspondence that was presented at the time. (Please note where there is already one offence 
arising from one Referees report a administration fee will not be added) 

Upon receiving the decision, you are entitled to appeal if the punishment exceeds 3 matches 
and/or £25 fine. 

Punishments imposed from a Misconduct Charge will result in the Player being Suspended from 
playing ALL football. 

A Player who receives a match suspension as a result of a misconduct charge is unable to 
participate in any football, until the team he was charged playing for serves the qualifying 
amount of fixtures, as imposed by a Discipline Commission. 

When an incident is reported which falls outside the scope of a standard Dismissal, your County 
Association will, upon receipt of the Match Officials report, select the appropriate charge and 
notify you. You will also be sent a copy of any reports on which the charge is based. 

Multiple / Lesser Charg es 

A County Association, based upon the Match Officials report, may find it appropriate to raise 
multiple charges against the Player/Club or raise a Higher charge. When responding if the 
Player/Club have pleaded Not Guilty to the higher charge they must also respond to the lesser 
charge, that way should a Commission find the higher charge Not Proven they will automatically 
consider the Lesser charge. 

Multiple Charges 

A Multiple Charge is where more than one charge has been raised from the same game, and all 
charges must be responded to, pleading guilty or not guilty where appropriate. An example of 
a Multiple Charge would be where a Player has been charged with Assault on a Player or other 
Participant and also have a charge of Causing the game to be abandoned. Both charges require a 
response. 
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On Multiple Charges you are able to respond by accepting one charge, and denying a second 
charge. Your response to the charges are not required to be the same. Please take your time 
to complete all of the paperwork before returning the forms and payment to the County 
Association. 

Lesser Charges 

Where appropriate a County Association may raise a Higher Charge and a Lesser Charge against 

an individual. 

Upon receipt of the notification from the County Association the Player will be required to 

respond to the first charge, which will be detailed. The Player will be required to either tick 

Guilty or Not Guilty. 

An example would be that the Higher Charge, la Use of abusive words or gestures - considered 

to be mid range. 

A Lesser Charge of lb Use of abusive words or gestures - considered to be less serious. 
Should the Player choose Guilty, the Lesser Charge, detailed as lb would no longer exist and 
therefore would not require a response. 

If the Player pleads Not Guilty to the Higher Charge (la), at the same time he will also have to 
make a plea of Guilty or Not Guilty for the Lesser Charge (lb). The Lesser charge will only be 
considered should a Discipline Commission find the higher charge Not Proven. 

When returning the form make sure it has been completed in full where required by the 
Club and the Player 

Multi Player Misconduct Charg e 

Multi Player Misconduct 

Any Club who has six or more individual Players Cautioned or dismissed from the field of play 

in the same match will be automatically fined as per the table below. Please note that the team 

must be playing at the level detailed below to be subject to the fines. 

For each time you have more than half of your team disciplined in a game the fine will increased 

based upon what the first sanction was.

Example 

Players 1,2,3,4 + 5 are Cautioned and Player 6 is sent from the field of play. 

The Club will be dealt with as detailed above for Ist Occasion in a Season. 

Players 1,2,3 + 4 are Cautioned and Players 2 and 3 are then sent off for persistent Misconduct 

after the match has concluded. 

The Club would not be fined as only four Players have been disciplined during the match. For 

the above fines to be enforced you must have six different individuals disciplined in the game. 

Appealing a Multi Player Misconduct Charge 

There is no appeal process against a fine for Multi Player Misconduct. 

Any changes to a Players Suspension (e.g. Original matches postponed, abandoned, rescheduled 
or cup replays) must be notified in writing to the County Association as soon as possible. Failure 
to notify the County Association of any alterations to the suspension may result in disciplinary 
action being taken against you.
